As a-citizen of the State 
entitled to equal protection of its laws with 
others, your memorialist would respectfully 
remind your honorable body, that the con- 
stitution of the United States ordaines that 
In suits of common law, where the value 
in controversy shall exceed twenty dollars, 
the right of trial by jury shall be presented 
and also that the constitution :of this State 
ordains that -'the right of trial of Jury shall 
remain insolvent." 
Of this important and 


inviolable Right your memorialist has been 
leprived—not in a matter of twenty dollars 
merely) but he has been compelled by a 
court of your 'appointment to relinquish 
Ins farmworth more than 100,000 dol- 
,ars for a consideration not exceeding one 
tenth of its value. This unjust and arbitrary 
>roceeding has been executed by the Su- 
n-erne Court of this State under cloak of 
vhat your memorialist believes to be a usnr- 
>ation of authority by said Court totally at 
•ariance with the constitutional and legisla- 
ive laws of Rhode Island, by which your 
memorialist has not only been deprived of 
he right of trial by, but also of a rehear- 
ng or right of appeal to any other tribunal 
han that of your honorable body,and forced 
o submit to the unjust decree under penalty 
of subjecting his family to destitution and 
uffering,ond himself to imprisonment during 
he pleasure of his oppressors. 


Your memorialist is awaie that charges 


f so grave a character preferred against 
men occupying so high a station and ema- 
lating from so humble and individual as 
limself can obtain but little credence in the 
ireasts of a single member of your honora- 
ile body unsupported by other testimony; 
jut he confidently believes .that if you can 
)e induced to investigate them thoroughly 
hat a state of things will be disclosed to 
•our honorable body, in relation to the claim 
uid exercise of unlimited equity powers by 
he said court that will uot only arrest your 
attention but excite in. no common degree 
he apprehension of a vast majority of the 
jeople ofthe /State.If as it seems tone claim- 
ed the supeme court of R. Inland is truly 
lothed with unlimited equity powers of 
which it is the sole judge, and if as is 
again claimed in the exercise of its powers 
t is not responsible or amenable to any 
lower higher than itself, your memorialist 
s aware that he can expect no relief from 
he action of vour honorable body. 
But he 


rusts and believes that the constitution and 
aw of this -State never intended to counten- 
mce or lend support to such a despotic in- 
titution, and farther your memorialist is as- 
ured by those who were consulted in the 
raming of that instrument, that the 10th 
ection of the 4th article defining the legis- 
ative power was, introduced into the arti- 
cle for the express purpose of providing a 
means of redress in cases similar to. that of 
-our memorialists. 


This section declares that "The General 


Assembly shall, continue to exercise the 
lowers they have heretofore exercised, un- 
ess prohibited by the Constitution. 
As an 


njured and oppressed citizen of this State I 
respectfully claim of your honorable body 
the benefit of this provision of its constitu- 
ion. I respectfully claim that it was meant 
o place and continue a power in your hands 
or the benefit not of the particular mem- 
iers ofyourbody alone but for the safety of 
every citizen of the State,. and that the 
General Assembly has no constitutional 
right to divest itselt of the trust thus con- 
ferred upon it. I most earnestly ask that 
your honorable body will proceed to invcs- 
igate the case I propose to you for two 
reasons—first, to afford your memoralist if 
practicable a trial by jury as he believes is 
lis constitutional and just right. Secondly 
n the event that no relief can be assured 
lira individually, that steps may be taken 
ly legislation to prevent such ramifying and 
complicated hardships and oppressions from 
occurring in future as your memorialist feels 
assured will be disclosed to you in the pro 
"ress of the investigation.
